Bands  of  Indians  were  a 
common  sight  and  the 
whole  country  was  as  far 
away  from  its  present 
civilized  state  as  can  well 
be  imagined. 

start  in  the  seed  and  nursery  busi- 
ness was  in  growing  small  fruits, 
for  both  fruit  and  plants,  and 
the  saving  of  what  in  thos^days 
seemed  to  be  large  quantities  of 
onion,  radish,  turnip  and  other 
vegetable  and  flower  seeds.
